Ob- 
viously the best body to summon 
it would be the League of Nations, 
for there is to be found. already in 
existence the requisite machinery 
for collecting the material before: 
‘the conference. is held and also 
‘for following up any results that 
may come out of the meetings. 
In the resolution that was passed, 
the Federation thought that the 
Conference should be composed of 
a strictly limited numbér of ad- 
ministratora and teachers as well 
as representidives of the volun- 
tary organisations, Tho Confer- 
ence would be called upon to de- 
cide how best to make known the 
work of the League and the inter- 
national outlook. This in its turn 
is sub-divided Into three heads.

In the new inquiry he proposes 
to. act in co-operation with the 
National Safety First Association, 
which has done valuable work in 
this field in the past. 

Strewn with Dead. 

Mr. Justice Goddard, charging 
the Grand Jury at Lewes Agssizes 
recently said: 

The roads are strewn with in- 
jured and dead people and unless 
the law is firmly and rigorously 
administered this state of affairs 
is likely to continue, 

“The calendar,” he continued, 


“contains three cases of alleged | 


manslaughter by motorists, while 
there are several .nctions connect- 
ed with motoring accidents in the 
civil list, 

“Juries are very reluctant to 
find a verdict of manslaughter in 
such cases, J am in no way crifi- 
cising them, but I cannot help 
thinking that they would be will- 
ing, when they do not consider 
a verdict of manslaughter is justi- 
fied, to return ao verdict of guilty 
for a lesser offence, : 

“Thoro is no provision in the 
Road Act or any other statute that 
in a charge of manslaughter it 
should be opon to a jury to find a 
verdict for driving In o manner 
dangerous to the public.

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LOCAL PLANE. 
' CRASH 


HUT WRECKED: 
THREE INJURED 


A high-speed Fairey Gordon 
fighting plane is 2 complete wreck, 
one Chinese is in the Kowloon 
Hospital, with several broken bones 
and head and face injuries, and a 
young American engineer, Mr. A. 
W. Summers has a broken arm, as 
a reault of n_ sensational crash 
near the Kai Tak acrodrome late 
on Saturday afternvon. 

The pilot of the machine, Cap- 


tain W. E. F. Jones, escaped un- 


hurt, ; 3 

The plane. flew right through a 
Chinese house, wrecking it and in- 
juring two of its occupants. : 

Sccond only to the A. W. XVI, 
amongst the aeroplanes at Kai Tak 
for air speed, the Fairey Gordon 
was the biggest and one of the 
finest looking machines in tho 
hangar. 

Three weeks ago she was taken 
fresh from the packing cases and 
assembled by Royal Air Force ex- 
perls. The Superintendent of the 
Civil Aerodrome, Flight-Licut. A. 
J. Moss, gave the machine its O.K. 
and it had been in the air on several 
occasions before its disastrous 
flight. 

On Saturday afternoon, Capt. 
Jones took the mnchine up to test 
the radio equipment in the obser- 
ver's cockpit. It was in the air 
for 27 minutes and gave every 
satisfaction, responding easily to 
the controls. 

The second flight was” for six 
minutes and was also satisfactory. 

“But the third flight was the last. 
Having circled the drome, the pilot 
flew close to the hills at the side of 
Kai Tak before turning towards 
the 'drome and harbour. * 

* Half the distance had been cover- 
ed and the machine was travelling 
at 75 miles an hour whon the pilot 
felt it rapidly losing altitude. 


Caught in Air Pocket.’ 


Either a strong down-current of 
air from the hills had caught him 
or he had flown into one of the air 
pockets so frequently encountered 
in hilly country. 

He gave the ‘plane full gun, and 
although ,his speed was rising to 
80 miles an hour, he was falling 
lower and Jower. oe 

A ramshackle Chinese dwelling 
loomed ahend, the roaring propellor 
striking it first and scattering the 
mat roof for fifty yards in all 
directions. : 

The undercarriage was badly 
damaged by this first impact, but 
the occupants of the ’plane were 
still unhurt. 

A new danger, however threaten- 
Ahead was’ the .embankment 
along which the road to the ’drome 
is built. A decision had to be made 
in less-than a second, and Capt, 
Jones made the right decision. 
He crashed his “plane on. the soft 
ground instead of colliding head on 
with the solid wall. 

The landing was a good one, but 
the ground was alternatively sod- 
den and bumpy. The big wheels 
struck a bad patch. and the ‘tail 
rose high in the air plunging the 
nose in the ground, 
it stayed in that position then fell 
back on an even keel. The engine 
had been ripped right out of posi- 
tion by the force of the impact, and 
only.2 few strands of tubing were 
left to connect it with the plane,’ 


Pilot Unhurt. 


Aircraftsmen stationed at Kai 
Tak were eyc-witnesses of the 
crush. They ran ocross the drome 
to do whatever was possible and 
found Capt. Jones, unscathed, 
standing beside the wreck of the 
muchine. i 

Mr. Summers, the passenger who 
was formerly Hongkong ground 
engineer for the L, E. Gale Com- 
pany, was nursing a broken .arm. 
When the ’plane struck the ground 
he had been thrown violently 
against the metal gun mounting. 

The Chinese house was a complete 
wreck, The inhabitants were run- 
ning about wildly excited, but ona 
old man was moaning with pain. 
The ambulance was called and he 
was rushed to the Kowloon Hos- 
pital, where it was found that his 


‘ |injuries, though painful, were not 


serious. 

Both pilot and observer's cock- 
pits were undamaged, cven tho 
glass covering the dashboard in- 
struments being intact.’ This can 
be attributed to. the fact that ‘the 
engine and propellor are more than 
12 fect from the pilot. 

The plane was so badly damaged 
that [tis not likely she will be able’ 
to fly again. : :

US. WAR-DEBT PLAN 
STIRS WIDE RESPONSE 


PLANK TO BRIDGE 
WORLD. GAP 


: Washington, July 25, 

A first plank in the bridge bo- 
tween Europe and the United 
States on the war-debt question is 
believed to have been Inid 
Senator William E.-Borah (R.) of 
Idaho, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, 

Both in the Old and New Worlds 
the echo. was heard to-day.of 


‘Senator Borah’s apecch, in which 


he proposed an immediate interna- 
tional conference to consider 
elther “reduction or cancellation” 
of war debts in connexion with 
other post-war problems, includ- 
ing disarmament and finance. 

_ After 12 years nx lender of the 
isolationist camp, Mr. Borah’s wn- 
expected speech left most of the 
isolationiats in Congress too 
stunned for detailed utterance, 
and official comment from tho Ad- 
ministration was also lacking. 
Comment renched Washington at 
once from Europe, however, re- 
flecting in various ways the deep 
impression which Mr. Borah’s 
speech had made. 


No Shift, Borah Says. 


The first European reaction ap- 
peared to assume that Mr. Borah 
had been converted to cancella- 
tion, and to ignore the important 
conditions he had made. Mr. 
Borah himself denied here that 
he had shifted ground, or that his 
opposition to cancellation was re- 
moved unless linked with imme- 
diate reduction in armament con- 
struction, ‘and relief in monctary 
problems through international 
co-operation. 

Those interested in historic 
parallels recall that Mr. Borah de- 
livered a speech in 1920 demand- 
ing disarmament which was fol- 
lowed immediately thereafter by no 
speech of Charles E. Hughes, then 
Secretary of State, in New Haven, 
almost paraphrasing the remarks. 

The Bornh address at that time 
paved the way for public opinion 
to support the historic arms con- 
ference. 

The view is expressed here that 
Mr. Bornah’s Jatest. speech offers 
Europe an opportunity to intro- 
duce war-debt discussion at the 
approaching London economic con- 
’ Mr. Hoover has 
already stated the United States 
would attend. 

It is already informally pro- 
posed thal Mr. Borah should lead 
the American delegation to this 
conference, 


Ignores Hoover Condition, 


President Hoover made Ameri- 
can acceptance to the invitation 
of the League of Nations to the 
London conference conditional on 
the avoidance of reparation and 
war debt discussion. Mr. Borah 
ignores Mr. Hoover's conditions. 
He asks discussion of currency, 
debts, reparations, the yold stand- 
ard, stabilization of silver in the 
Orient and disarmament. 

Tariffs alone are excluded. His 
appeal is an appeal for interna- 
tional co-operation, Events have 
convinced him that “no clear and 
permament solution of the farm 
question, the unemployment pro- 
blem, devastating taxes, unbalanc- 
ed budgets can be hoped for until 
some or all of these international 
problems are out of the way.” 

Mr. Borah’s openness of view on 
the subject gocs far beyond the 
prevailing ‘sentiment of Congress. 
Indications are that his views 
would be far more satisfactory to 
the Administration than even Mr. 
Henry IL. Stimson, Secretary of 
State, would willingly’ admit. 

At the outsct of Congress. Mr. 
Hoover appealed to the legislature 
to reopen the whole subject of 
war debts. He proposed that the 
former Debt-Funding Commission 
be restored. He told Congress 
bluntly that it could not blind it- 
self to the fast that economic con- 
ditions had changed since the debt 
settlements were negotiated on the 
basis of “ability to pay.”

TERRIFIC STRAIN 


MOLLISON COMMENTS ON HIS 
FLIGHT 


, St, John, Aug. 20. 

“It was the toughest flight: | 
havo ever made,” said Mr. J. A. 
Mollison upon his arrival here 
after crossing the Atlantic In a 
westerly direction in a Nght 
aeroplane, “and I am jolly well 
done.” : ’ 

In order to rest the flier has 
decided to delay his departure to 
New York until 6.30 p.m. and then 
to fly vin Montreal where he will 
appear in an air pageant. 

Mollison emphasised the terrible 
physical and mantal strain of the 
flight, which was made ‘through 
fog and rain. Although never 
above 600 fect, he was unable to 
sec the water below for hours and 
did not know whether the wind, 
which was turning, was causing 
him to drift off his course. 


Allowance For Drifting. 


In view of this, he allowed 
seven degrees for drifting, which 
proved to be, just about right, as, 
when he came overland in the 
morning it was not ten minutes 
before he sighted Harbour Grace. 

The intrepid flicr added that in 
view of his marriage, he would 
not have flown till. later ff the 
flight had not been arraiyed six 
months before. 

He would have tried to reach 
New York if he had had ten more 
gallons of petrol, he said. 

Mollison exclaimed that the 
return flight would be easy, but 
he had definitely given up the plan 
to return to Englund within a 
minimum period, 

, fe further explained that his 
wife, formerly Miss Amy Johnson, 
would not return with him by air. 

He is receiving thousands of 
messages of congratulation, and 
the Press throughout America, is 
eulogising the airman’s feat.—
